ceed twenty millions in gold. 

THE ALABAMA PROTOCOL. 

The unofficial draft of the protocol for the 
settlement of the Alabama claims, was be- 
fore the Senate committee on Foreign Rels- 
tions to-day, and while all of the members 
did not enter wto the discussion, the general 
sentiment was favorable to the ratification of 
the treaty. Sumper

HARBOR OF CHICAGO, 

In the Senate to-day, Mr. Trumbull pre- 
seuted the memorial of the Chicago Chamber 
of Commerce, asking for an calargement of 
the harbor of Chicago. He also introduced a 
bill, prepared and printed in Chicago, ceding 
one league of the submerged lands on the 
east front of Lake Michigan to the municipal- 
ity, providing that It does not interfere with 
the Park reservatid&8—the mouth of the Chica- 
goriver. Both memorial and bill were re- 
ferred to the Committee on Commerce. 

THE BRIGADIERSHIPS. 

The Committce on Military Affairs have be- 
fore them a bill prohibiting any appointment: 
of brigadier generals until the number is re- 
ductd to less than eight. This is to preveni 
the existing vacancies f om being filled, 

THE SIGNATURE.“ 

The President has just signed the following 
bill: “Be it enacted, etc., that the limits of land 
district as designated in the bill entitled An 
act to create an additional land district in the 
State of Minnesota, approved July 25, 1868, 
to-wit: All that part of the Northwestern 
land district which lics north of township 
number onc hundred and twenty-foar. north 
and west of range punber thirty-five, west of 
the fifth principal meridian, shall be con- 
sirued to embrace all the lands north of 
township one bundred and twenty-four and 
west of said range'thirty-five.” The Sen- 
ate Pacific Railroad Committee are pre- 
paring bills of this character, and will 
embody them in an ompribus bill, 
which will be reported in a few days.

THE U, P. R. R. 

The House to-day took from the Speaker's 
table, where it has laid since July, the Senate 
billto grant additional land subsidies or to 
transfer other subsidies to the Union Pacifie 
railroad, eastern division, to enable the road 
to build fram its end in Western Kansas to 
Denver. Great imterest was evinced in the 
measure by many without as weil as within 
the hall. Mr. Washburne, of Illinois, 
commenced the debate by attack- 
ing the road... The report of the 
late special commission who examined the 
road as far as bailt In Decembcr was distrib- 
uted in the House, and showed the road tobe 
ina bad condition. It is estimated by the 
commission that three millions of dollars 
should be speut in fixiug up the road, building 
station-houscs and pnrchasing new rolling 
stock. Thc debate on the bill is to continue 
to-morrow. 

THE TBLEGRAPH LINES. 

The Presidente of the existing telegraph 
lines, and many others interested inv tele- 
graph companies, were before the House 
Postal Committoe to-day to hear an argument 
in behalf of the bill fora Postal Government 
telegraph. The charges made against the 
companies were those of excessive rates and 
consequent excessive profits, and with being 
such a monopoly as to seiiously affect the 
public interest. It was claimed that a mes- 
sage of ten words could be sent five hundred 
miles for ten ecnts, and the cost of telegraph-

TENNESSEE. 


Brownlow to Call Out the Militia and 


Declare Martial Law. Threatenings 
of a Master-Militiaman. 

{Special Dispaich to the Courier-Journal. | 
NASHVILLE, Jan, 19.—It is ascertained that 
Goy. Brownlow will isene his proclamation 
to-morrow calling out the wilitia and de¢lur- 
ing martial law in certain countics. Gen. 
Cooper, of Knoxville, prospective commander- 
in-chief of the militia, is now in Nasiiville 
taking the initiatory :teps toward. tle organi- 
zation of his troops. He does not hesitate to 
aver positively that the first Ku-Klux he 
catches, Who ean be proved to be such, and to 
h.ve been guilty of any ontrages, he will have 
shot by order of a drum-head court-martial. 

The impression is that if the militia are re- 
stuained from unnecessary acts of violence or 
depredation, there wfll be little trouble or 
bloodshed, but that if they resort to produc- 
ing a reign of terror, heaping insult and in- 
jury on ivnocent parties, there will be a de- 
termined and bloody resistance, rendering 
necessary the intervention of Federal troops. 
The fact that the popular sentiment fn Ten- 
neseee emphatically condems the Kuklux and 
their midnight operations may possibly deter 
the militia from te the oppression 
apd tyranical exactions of cighteen months 
ago, when their outrages were neither few 
nor far between, Still the | pros- 
pect looks gloomy, and _ eollisions 
and bloodshed are among the probabilities of 
the near future. The conservative press is 
outspoken im fits reprobation of midnight law 
lessness and masked ruffianism, but continues 
to warn and appeal to the Legistature. What 
ought to be evideni to all is that peace ia Ten- 
nessee is av impessibility while three-fourths 
of the population are disfranchised and de- 
graded. It ought to be stated that a large 
percentage of the recent ontrages are openly 
eherged ayainst tue convicis, some four hur- 
dred in pumbéer, released last year from the 
penitentiary by Brownlow. 

Bills haye been introdreed in both houses 
of the Legislature chartering the Chattanoova 
and Cincinnati raiirced. ‘There are strong in 
fluences at work to secure a large appropria- 
tion for the road, which will probably be 
gueranteed.

CINCINNATI. 
— Decision Mm a Revenue 
Case—The Mad Dox Excite- 
ment—AC ‘hild Dies trom Ilydropho- 
(Special Dispatch to the Courier-Journa’.| 

CINCINNATI, dan. 19.—An important decis- 
ion was delivered here to-day in the United 
Stetes District Court, by Judge Leavitt, in a 
case entitled the United States acainst 800 
caddies oi tobacco. The most important point 
involved was that, if the tobacco was held in 
fraud of the law, that is, ifit had been tainted 
with fraud previous to coming inio the posses- 
tion of the claimant, it must be condemned. 
“Tam obliged,” said the Judge, ‘‘to say that 
ii it kins the claimant, although It is conceded 
that he was the purchaser for a fair considera- 
tion, and without any imputation of actual 
frand, yet if the tobacco had found ite way 
into the market through fraud without the 
payment of tax, and under these eircumstances 
he became owner of the property even as an 
innocent purehaser; yet such is the stern 
meaning of the internal revenue law that it

in fraud of the law and censequently subject 
to forfeiture. This important principle will 
be regarded by you as decisive in the result of 
this case.”” The Judge remarked in conclu- 
sion that it was very deplorable that so 
business men, generally regarded as strictly 
hovest and coascientious in their dealings 
with cach otber, should feel themselves at 
liberty to take advantage of the Government 
in conniving at frauds upon the revenue laws. 
It was a false view of the legal oblization 
resting upon every good citizen.

One 
of sovereigns of-Europe is to be sclected by 
Commons to arbitrate — of international 
law including the question of the recognition 
of the Southern States as belligerents by 
Great Britain. Each Government {3 to formu- 
late and advocate the claims of its citizens. 
No individual claimants will be heard. All 
claims must be presented within six months 
from the first day of meoting, and all indemni- 
ties are to he paid within eightecu moths 
from the same day. One year is alluwed for 
the ratification of the treaty.

THE ARKANSAS MILITIA. 


Seme ef Their Villainous Doings. 
(From the Camden Democrat, 7th, | 


The last accounts place Cattcraon and 
his followers in Ashley connty. 

They crossed the Onachita river at Moro, 
about miles below this eliv, and proceeded 
by way of Long View to Hamburg, where 
they arrived on Sunday the 22d ultimo. In 
the vizinity of Moro, they approprieted a few 
choice horses and a wagon, a6 we were im- 
formed by citizens of that er 

The arrival of Catterson in Hamburg was a 
perfect surprise to the people, thinking as 
they did that his career as a Brigadier- Geunral 
was well nigh closed. But he is there, and 
the people know it. We were at Mary Saline 
on the Sist, and the accounts giyen us by 
citizens ef A- hley were of a very distressing 
character, They report that apon enicring 
Hamburg he took possession of meariy or 
quite all of the business houses and put then 
in charge of his own clerks, and arrest: ‘d and 
coufined the very best citizens of the town 
and county. 

At Mary Saline (a landing and warehouse 
ou the Onachita river), we aaw with our own 
eyes the signs of their robbery and lawiess- 
acss. Here a company came on the “sth 
ultimo, entered the whrehouse breaking opei 
boxes of goods, barrels and packages, and 
appropriated and destroyed their contents in 
the spirit and wanner of genuine bandits. 
These empty barrels and boxes were there 
to show for themselves. 

About a half mile back from the landing is 
the store-house of Messrs. Norris & Files, con. 
taining a small stock of goeds, valucd at 
$2,000 or $2,500. Mr. Files informed us that 
when the militia had done their work, $300 
= baye bought every thing left. 

he militia are also represented as foraging 
in 7 most extravagant manner, using two or 
three times as much corn as is necessary. 
This seems to alarm the citizens as much as 
everything else, as they fear their supplies 
will be cut so short as to prevent them from 
making another crop. 

From reports given us as we came up the 
tiver lest hursday, we could extend this 
article indefinitely. Stcaling, and impressing 
horses and wagons, robbing wagons loade 
with merchandise and the iike are roported as 
the everg-day doings of Catterson, the law 
abider and peace maker. 

We saw several genticmen of Ashley who 
had left their homes and families to save them- 
selves from personal violence, They ex- 
preseed great alarm and dread at the present 
condition of their county, and thonght that 
the presence of the mi ‘litte would not only 
destroy the future prosperity of their county 
in a material sense, but drive off -permanently 
many of the best citizens.

range statistics all through an array of 
salaried employes—we would have nonce 
of it. Some of its objects may promise 
good results, but the same advantages can 
be secured to the community by 
means which will touch much 
more lightly upon the public purse. 
Agricultural statistics are useful 
to the politician, the merchant and 
the speculator,as they are each thereby 
enabled to act more understandingly in 
their respective vocations, but the mass of 
farmers are more interested in augmenting 
their agricultural products than in having 
them entered in a general list, These 
might aid a board of agriculture with funds 
on hand in dispensing premiums*°under- 
standingly; but, ae other interests are as 
much or more deeply concerned, the ex- 
pense ef collecting such information ought 
not to be doled out as an expenditure for 
the interest of agriculture alone. We 
should be glad to see in our Audit- 
ors report biennially at Teast an as- 
sessment of the tural and 
other industrial products of the State. 
But in our opiuion the industrial interests 
of the State need but one salaried officer in 
connection with a State Board of Agricul- 
ture, or with a State Agricultural Society; 
and that is a competent person, such as 
Clippart, of Ohio, or Johnson, of New 
York, to act as permanent secretary, resid. 
ing at the State capital, whose duty it 
would be to discuss and arrange statistics, 
to correspond with local societies, and to 
collect, keep and preserve records and 
things of value intrusted to his care. 

As to whether the recipients of a State 
appropriation shall be styled a Board of 
Agriculture or an Agricultural Society, 
we think it of little import. The stric- 
tures which we notice in the columns of 
some of our contemporaries, leveled at the 
management of our present State Agri- 
cultural Society are, in our opinion, very 
unjust. Gentlemen who for eight years 
have been able to run the society upon 
State prestige without an agpropriation, 
and yet without getting in debt, are cer- 
tainly competent to use money. And as 
for their neglecting certain State interests 
and manifesting a partiality for others, 
we think it rather chargeable to the 
policy of those who held the purse strings 
of the people than to the incompetency of 
the Bosrd of Managers for the State 
Society. 

Everybody has 


heard of the Irish 


peasant who sheltered his pig under the - 


same roof which protected his own oft- 
spring and who, on being admonished of 
its incongruity, indignantly refused to turn 
out the gintleman who poid the rint. 

But very much more excusable were the 
managers of the State organization for 
their alleged partiality to the noble horse, 
who beyond all question is the gentleman 
who foots the bill at exhibitions whenever the 
premeum fund iat be raised by entrance 
Sees at the gates. No other object on exhi- 


bition, nor all others combined have the- 


power to draw together crowds like the 
horse. 

Upon the question of permanent location 
we are somewhat in doubt. If migratory, 
the society by visite to those portions ot 
the State less skilled in the art of husbandry 
may stimulate them to more immediate and 
more thorough improvement than is other- 
wise practicable. Permanent settlement 
might possibly secure advantages as great. 
Ofone thing we feel assured, that no point 
should be selected for permanent location

greatest number of State interests, and we 
enter our protest against a consolidation 
with any institution like that recommend- 
ed by our contemporary at Lexington; 
where, if we are correctly informed, every 
candidate for a professorship (or, at any 
rate, most of them), is tried by the Procrus- 
tean bed of sectionalism before being in- 
ducted into a chair. 

What Sort ef Peace Are We Going 
to Have? 

We have already denounced the war- 
like measures of the Tennessee Legislature 
as we have denounced the idiotic malprac- 
tices of the Kuklux Klan. The Kuklux 
Klan is not confined to one party, but em- 
braces the ruffians of both; but the Legis- 
lature is made up of Radicals exclusively, 
and its acts are representative. Its militia 
bill, and its act of martial law, are out- 
rages of the very first degree, and we shall 
ventilate their purpose and design as we 
mean to ventilate their inevitable conse- 
quences. 

Tennessee is a reconstructed State. She 
was reconstructed upom Radical princi- 
ples, Congressienal principles. She was 
told that nothing but reconstruction was 
necessary to the perfection of her prosper- 
ity.

The people of Tennessee have had many 
a grievous curse inflicted upon them by 
their own hands, by the hands of their 
Governor, and by the hands of Congress, 
but this last curse seems likely to be the 
most unendurable of all. The idea of 
making such a being as Brownlow the Au- 
tocrat of a State, with power to strike 
down all laws and anbstitute others, to be 
executed by a militia awaiting his beck and 
nod as signals for carnage and slaughter, is 
indeed monstrous. That Governor Brown- 
low will use immediately the whole power 
committed to him, that he will at once de- 
clare martial law, that he will at once call 
out his black and white militia, and that 
he will at once put them to work in the 

execution of the most remorseless orders, 
none who know him or know anything 
about him can possibly doubt. He never 
had any power that he wasn’t in fierce 
haste to exercise, giving to it at the same 
time the widest possible latitude of con- 
struction.

The Reporters’ Table in the City Conrt. 

The reporters’ table in the City Court ts about 
as unassuming e piece of furniture as is often 
stumbled against Im court-rooms of any species, 
and is certainly as humble as anything in or 
about the municipal chambers of justice. The 
reporters, if they really have any claims upon !', 
are by no means forward tn asserting their 
rights, and it has come to be considered rather 
as a piece of very ordinary common property, lia- 
able to use at any time by anv individual, how- 
ever humble in tife, or however exalted, wheth- 
er a lawyer, a policeman, a witness, or a loafer at 
large; itis, in fact, an intensely democratic tn- 
stitution. It ts perhaps three feet long by two 
fect or a foot and a half wide (it was never meas- 
ured), and it projects from one coruer of the iron 
railing that surrounds the Judicial rostrum, and 
falls in the way of the idlers from both entrances 
to the court-room. It 1s tolerasly convenient for 
the hearing of and, if human flesh 
were pecuilarly adapted to conveying sound, the 
big man who always stations himself directly tn 
front of the reporter—a little man never in- 
trudes there—would be an immense source of 
convenience to the chap with the pencil. Very 
frequently the big man ts of such extraordinary 
rotundity thathe gets tired of holding himself 
up, @nd sqnats the very part of 
his uncouth proportions squarely upon the 
little table, frequently obseuring altogether the 
peper and notes of the reporter,or damaging 
them permanently beyond all recognitign. Occa- 
sionally tivo parties will share the seat, and then 
the newspaper man is shut off altogether—out of 
sight and out of hearing, and about as well off, so 
far as bis business ts concerned, as ff he were 
taking notes ip Mammoth Cave, or on the hind 
seat in Weisiger Hall.

Every American city has Ite quota of vulgar and 
wretebed creatures, distincuished as so many 
leprous spoils upon the social body. Gregarious, 
from the principle that misery loves company, 
these vagabonds generally colonize in the out-of- 
the-way places, where there is a more thorougi 
congeniality of outre surrounding:. Formerly 
the great criterion type of these ill-lavored set- 
tlements was the Five Points, New York. Minia- 
ture duplicates of this loathsome place now afflict 
all the cities on the continent. In common with 
the rest Louisville has some half dozen or more 
of these vicious colonies. Without seeing, one

This alley, itself Hlthiest of the filthy, seems to be | 
tbe abiding-place of all that Is vile : 
in human nature. It runs midway between Third | 
and Fourth streets from thé river front back to 
another alley tha: divides the square from Main | 
tothe wharf. Beholding the pile of brick and 
mortar from the river front, the prospect is not 
at all suggestive of the infamy and squalor be- 
yond; for the walis along the wharf have all the 
semblance of gentility that paint can give. They 
are for all the world like a bawd richly be- 
fcunced and bejeweled without, but all rotten- 
ners al the core—a thin crust upen a seething rol- 
cano—a veil over the skeleton face that may ve 
punctured by a touch. No man,wwerepcat,would, 
unlese brought face to face with these depraved 
beings, beliéve that they lead the accursed lives 
they co. 

TWO MOPEL LSTABLISHMENTS. 

The party that were to initiate us into the mys- 
teries and miseries of ©’ Neil’s Alley consisted of 
Commissioner Shively, officers O'Connell, Seay, 
apd McDonald. Before reconnoitering the “in- 
ner icmple,”’ we strolled into seme of. the so- 
called groceries in the front block. The chief 
one of these ts kept by a one-eyed widow, whase 
leimented husband gained high rank as a 
“foncer,”’ and to whose house niany a stolen ar- 
ticle has been traced. Inthe back room of this 


grocery were fifty or more vagrent peygrocs, of all 
ages aud deformities. They sat, stood, and reclined 
on chairs, on tables, and on the floor around 
the stove, perfectly indifferent as to the price

horde were thus engaged, the white landlady 
officiated in the front room with the utmost 
complacency. Another house, similar ia 
character, is presided over by an Italian, bearing 
the name of the discoverer of America.

and night allke. How delightful 
must be their dreains! We mnake 
no doubt that the happy enfranchised often ex- 
clatm, in thelr cavernous retreat:

It ts nota wholesome atmosphere that sipplies 
the lungs in these doggeries. Ugh! there ts no‘h- 
ing comparable to the fumes exhaled by these 
negro herds. The stench was 80 tinsufferably 
loud that our party were sickened in less than 
one minute. He who endures it for a longer 
time must indeed be a live disinfectant. Ne fur- 
ther apology for our sudden departure thence is 
necessary.

“At all hazards 
and to the last extremity” we were bent upon 
carrying out the exploration. So into the famous 
alley we plunged. Advancing some twenty or 
thirty yards, we were on the threshold of the 
gloemy passage where, about two years ago, 
policeman McFadden was murdered by a party 
of negro soldiers, whom he and his partner had 
endeavored te arrest. With this tragic affair 
fresh in our minds, we sbud- 
deringly groped into the dark and 
dirty by-way. Led by Mr. O'Connell, 
the party wound about among the dismal re- 


consented 


cesses, when suddenly we entered a cheerless 
room. Crouched upon a rude seat on the hearth 
was & pale and emactated female, striving to keep 
warm ever a handful of dying embers. The bar- 
renness and decay of the apartment, and the 
ghoat-like form ofthe woman, as dimly re@ected 
by the waning light of the coals, made up a scene 
#0 hideous, withal, that we were not loth to leave 
it. Inan adjacent room were three or four ne- 
groes grouped around an invalid fire, the piace 
innocent of anything in the furniture line, 
gaye one two rickety old =  chaiis 
a rough table, and a few army blankets and other 
rags representing beds for the liberty-loving trio. 
The next picture was an old Irish woman and ber 
small child, occupying one of the most anseemly 
rooms on the ground floor, wits the foul alley tt- 
self for a lawn, and the rooms overhead Jammed 
and crammed with negroes of the most despica- 
ble and filthy sort. This habitation was miser- 
able to the last degree, and the mother and child 
looked a8 if they bad always been strangers to 
soap and waiter. Our next call was upona nejgh- 
bor and countrywoman of the last mentioned. 
Here the condition of room and inmates was 
pretty much the same. The old woman 
was lamenting the leas of thirty- 


female friend whom she had sheltéred ene night. 
The same visitor stole fifty dollars from another 
iphabitant of the alley under like circumstances. 


roof. Itis computed that from two to three thou- 
gan‘ souls tenant the old rookery, which covers a 
superficial area of sbout one hundred by two 
hundred feet, and is three or four stories high. 


There is probably not an honest 
perron in the whole settlement. Some 
of them are well known to the 
police as barborers of thieves and their bootv. 
No ray of sunlight ever illumines the majority of 
the rooms, and all of them are wretchedly ven't- 
lated. The wormder ig that human life can be 
supported there. For our part we do not under- 
stand how anything can survive in the midst of 
so much malaria from within and without. The 
negro element preponderates largely, and ts 
mainly composed of lewd girls and women and 
their keepers. Inno one of their dens did we 
note the least sigu of comfort. All were desti- 
tute of furniture, and their only beds were 
blankets, carpets, and filthy rags thrown in a 
corner. We observed that nearly every negro 
den was ornamented with a lithograph of Major 
Dulaney, the negro collier who was commis- 
sioned during the war for gallantry in South 
Carolina. This seemed to be their only house- 
hold god. 

On retracing our way fromthe last dark loft 
into which we had gone, we discovered for the 
first time that our maneuvers had produced a 
sensation among the wharf-rats. Supposing that 
the Metropolitans were in quest of seme thief or 
murderer, all the idlers for several squares 
around congregated at the mouth of the alley, 
wrapt in conjecture and yet afraid to inquire 
what the police were after. The rabble formed 
such a barrier in our path that we gave them the 
dodge and made our exit by another route, leay- 
ing them more mystified than ever, . 

How this great evil in O’Nell’s alley 4s to be 
abated we are not prepared to say. For the 
present we leave jt inthe hands of our phii- 
antbropic institutfons and the powers thet be.

THE KRIEL WIFE MURDER.

Trial ef the Case in the Circuit 
Court on Friday, 
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Particulars of the Tragedy. 


One of the most !mportant cases on the dooket 
of the Jefferson Circuit Court is that of the Com- 
monwealth against William Kriel, indicted for the 
murder of his wife. The case has been sei for 
trial on Friday, and will doubtless be taken up on 
that day. It will be remembered that the dread- 
ful tragedy took place at the residence of Mrs. 
Kriel’s mother, on Market street, between 
Campbell and Shelby, about one o'clock, P. 
u.. on Saturday, the Tih of March 
last. The murderer has been confned 
ta the county jail ever since that fatal day, and 
all attempts to bring on his trial have failed. Al- 
though still fresh in the memory of a lance num. 
ber of our citizens, the particulars of the murder 
will be read with interest. As gleaned from the 
testimony before the Coroner’s jury and the 
neighbors of the Kriel family, the facts are ahout 
theese: For some time prior to the murder Krie! 
bad beon drinking, and had treated his wife, a 
delicate woman, in a brntal manner. A few

evening ‘Kriel visited her and abused her 
shamefully, after which he left and did not return 
until Saturday at about half-past twelve o'clock. 
On entering the house be asked his wife what she 
meant, and ifshe was going to leave him. She 
replied that she was not going ie leave bim, but 
the doctor had told her she must go off for 2 time 
or she would never get well. Sriel then turned 
to his wife's sister, Mre. Tolbert, and asked ber 


what she meant by saying ‘ghe weuld kili him if 


she was his wife. [It seems that Mrs. Tolbert had 
use of some such expressiona few weeks 
previousty.) Being alarmedat his conduct, and 
not wishing to be the cause of any disturbance, 
she went up stairs. Kriel was then left with 
nobody but his wife and her moiber, an aged 
lady, inthe room. He insisted that she must go 
home with him at once, to which she remonstra- 
ted, saying that she was too sick. The brutal

The Ul-fated 
wife is saidto have been one of the most amiabir 
and exemplary of women. She had suffered 
much at the hands of her husband, whose 
treatment is admitied om every hand io have 
been brutal. 

Kriel kept a meat store on Green street, a few 
doors above Hancoek, and had abways borne a 
good reputation in the comieunity, being hones 
and uprigh! tn ail his dealings. What could have 
prompted him tothe commission of the bloody 
deed 1s more than any wao know him cau even 
ime@g¢ine. 

At least eight attorneys wi!l take par! in the 
defense. Their main reliance, we are told. wil! 
be a plea of insanity. It ls certain that Kriei was 
crazed with liquor at the time of the bloody decd, 
vul there is somedioubt as to his lunavy prior and 
subsequent to the awful crime.

The Christian View of Amusements, 
Elucidated by the Rev. 
J. H. Heywood. 


— 


BEMMARY OF THE POINTS TAKEN, 


The subjcct of amusements is lumportast as wel! 
as interesting, and we are glad to see the pu!pit 
and the press are both diseussing it. A lecture 
Wis given nponit atthe Unitarian Church last 
Sunday evening. which was tn substance as 
follows: 

The esecntial, fundamenial, position to be 
taken, If we would view the subject aright and 
treat it wisely, appears clearly to be this: that 
human nature calls for amusement; that man tx 
sO framed and organized by his Creator, with 
such tustes, capacities and susceptibilities taat 
it is evidently the di,ine wish and will that 4o 
the plan and arrangemeni of life there shall be 
place, opportunity and proviston for amuseinent, 
and that good men and women, those to whom 
the welfaie of soclety is dear and who, from 
character and intelligence, are possessed of power 
of influence, shall see to it that the amusemen: 
furnished to meet the innate destre shall be pure, 
genial, helpful, invigorating alike to mind and 
body. In a@ word, the Christian view seems 
evidentivy to be, that the fleld of amnsemen! 
vhould be regerded as being In God’s dominions. 
and net te surrepdcred to the Devil as legiti- 
mately hic, and that this field should be so 
cultivated by good people as to sield divine and 
not evil lurvests. 

From failure to take this position, to take it 
openly and hola fit decidedly, the subject has 
been Involved in endless obseurliy, the spiritual 
vision often dimmed, and great harm done to 
morality. Christians, carnest, conscientious men 
and women, have often spoken and acted as to 
give the impression that they regarded anuse- 
ments, If not as inherently wrong, at any rate as 
essentially unworthy of engaging the thought or 
taking the time of intelligent betngs, ervated for 
Ligh duties and destined for immortality, and 
therefore only to be tolerated, if tolerated they 
must be, as unavoidable evils. Hence they hare 
that children and others under 
their influence apd control should enter into 
amusements only under protest, as it were, 
and they who have thus partaken of the permit- 
ted gratification have had a half-conaciousness of 
sin inso dolng—a consciousness not clear enough 
or syong enough to keep them from the amuse- 
ments, yet suficiently strong to give them occa- 
sienal anxieties and awaken doubts whether they 
were playing In the wardens of the Lord or of the 
devil. sSuchdoubts and misgivings ought not to 
be. No child of (od should enter the devil's gar- 
den: and no child of God, w'th such doubt: per- 
plexiog him, can piay innovently in the gardens 
of the Lord. There should be no hazi- 
ness, no “hewildering mists around the 
matter. if it be wrong for human 
beings to seek at any time and fp any degree 
amusements for themselves and others, if God 
has implanted no taste, instinct, or desire for 
them which He means shall be gratified, then Iet 
them be rigidly aljured, totally proscribed and 
conscientiously abstained from; but if it be right 
that amusements should havea place in life,if God 
has so constituled human nature that life does 
not attain its full symmetry and beauty, does not 
accomplish its varted and legitimate ends when 
the tastes, tendencies, and capactties that create 
the desire for amusements are not developed and 
gratified, then let them have a place, and let that 
piace be accorded wngrudgingly and openly ag 
rightfully theirs and let it be worthily Allied. Let 
the line be distinctly drawn between amusements 
that ere innocent, rightful, and therefore helpful, 
and the tmmoral and debasing which unfit men 
and women as much for faithful discharge of du- 
tles on earth as forthe purity and nobleness of 
heaven. 

Iu the application of these principles and tests 
to popular amusements, one of the most itniver- 
#a]-—-dancipg—\vas thus presented: 

The charm that this amusemen: has not only 
for most young persons ut for very many in al! 
ages—a charm felt by not a few in life’s advanced 
years, when they bave long ceased to participate 
in it—would seem to show that it finds ils justif- 
cation, as well as its foundation, in human nature. 
‘Yes, in corrupt human nature,’ wonld be the 
quick rejoluder of many earnost, con*cientlous 
persons, Who sce fn it only friyolity and te:mpta- 
tion to sin. ‘Salome, the danrhter of Herodias, 
danced betore Herod, and that sinful dancing 
found its legitimate censequence, its full consuia- 
mation, in the murder of the berolic and saintly 
John the Baptist.” 

It was not the dancing of the daughter, we im- 
magipe, that led to the cruel request, but the 
malignity of ber umprineipled inother; and we 
must not forget thatif the sacred volume repre- 
sents a corrupt Woman 2s dancing before a guilty 
monarch. i: also represents Miriam, the prophet- 
ess, the sister of Aaron, as taking ber timbrel in 


timbreis and with dances to jolp in the song oj 
gratitude and triumph for the deliverance of her 
people from the Egyptian oppressors. 

Nor will we forget thatin the parable of para- 
bles, the hearts’ immortal parable of the return- 
ing and pardoned prodigal, musicand danetng ar: 
made by our Saviour the prominent clements in 
the jeyous festivitics which welcomed the wan- 
derers’ return to his home aud to his father’s 
heart. 

We cannot bul think that churches and olber 
religions associations have made a great mistake 
in denouncing and forbidding that graceful 
amusement. It is its gracefulness, com'ined 
with exhilarating music, which makes its great 
attractiveness. It isthe poetry of motion set to 
music. and, In itself, it appears innocent, 
beautiful, refining. 
by the young, especially by children, when mov- 
ing tothe sounds of pleasing music through the 
mazes of the dance, is a'‘ike winning and exciting. 
We have seen at parties groups of young men anid 
women, to whom church rules forbade dancing, 
giving themselves up. with unrestrained enjoy- 
ment, to boisterous gaines, destitute of all gentle- 
ness and refinement,and the spectacie hes pre- 
sented very significant illustration not only of the 
desire for amusement naturel to the buman 
heart, but also of the evil resulting from 
making anything technically or artificially wrong 
which is not inherently so. 

There are, We know, dances that are every way 
objectionable, demoralizing in the extreme, de- 
yised in circles and amid scenes where talent, 
taste and art were combined tn unholy alliance 
to dethrone purity and virtue, and give suprem- 
acy toall that is base, sensuous and sensual. 
Such dapces, orluinating In the lowest circles of 
Paris, go on thefr errand of demoralization 
through the cities of Europe and America. Pom- 
petl,in her fearful surrender to soul-debasing 
vice, doubtless had similar, and the Salemesof 
depraved courts had and have pleasure in per- 
formingthem. But we will not confound them 
with the dances in which a Miriam, with a heart 
full of pious and patriotic fervor, could gladly 
join. 

Let us not repeat the mistake of our friends— 
The Friends—the Quakers—who, from seeing the 
frequent and fearful desecration of music, dan- 
cipg, painting, ofevery fine art to purposes of 
superstition and debasement, were ied to fear 
and proscribe zil those arts which minister so 
ricbly to grace and refinement and add tm- 
measurably to itfe’s beauty and happiness. With 


we thus dissent from their optnion and practice 
on thls Interesting subject. were the 


assertion and matntenance oF the great truths of 
the inner lights, of the nearness of the Holy 
Spirit toevery herrt, of the spiritualtty of true 
religion, for their celm, strong protests acainat 
formsli-m, for their unwavering upholding in 
all presences of the dignity of simple man- 
hood, they are entitled to the reverence 
and gratitude of all lovers of humanity, 

Naqre always asserts her rights sooner or later 
and corrects the mistakes of her well-meaning 
children. Many ofthe descendants of those he- 
role men and women, who so bravely bore their 
testimony jor truth and agalost error, while rev- 
ercncing the great, eternal principles so clearly 
presented and so unfalteringly clung to by their 
ancestors, see and rejoice to see the manifold 
ministry of art, grace,and beauty to the well- 
being apd advancement of society. 

The lecturer read, in filustration of the dit«- 
crimination to be made belween the uses and 
abuses of danciugand of its power to add, when 
rightly used, to the innocent happiness of home, 
some passages from Channing’s admirable address 
on Temperance—an address which though pro- 
nounced many years ago, bag lost none of it 
freshness and power, 

We understand that this subject of the Christ- 
jan view of amusements will be presented again 
next Sunday evening, with special reference to 
the Drama and Opera.
